WASHINGTON (AP) - Wholesale prices 
inched ahead by one-tenth of a per cent in 
August as a fourth consecutive monthly 
decline in farm prices nearly offset in­ 
creases in other areas, the Labor Depart­ 
ment reported today. 
The small August increase in wnoiesale 
prices followed two months of decline in the 
government’s Wholesale Price Index. 
Farm prices declined another 4.3 per 
emit, the fourth consecutive month of 
decline, which is a welcome trend for 
consumers but continuing bad news for 
farmers, who have seen their farm income 
steadily eroding in recent months. 
Lower prices were recorded during the 
month for coffee, eggi, livestock, grains 


and poultry, while prices increased for 
fresh and dried fruits and vegetables. 
Prices trends at the wholesale level are 
eventually reflected in prices consumers 
pay for the finished product, although not 
all at once. 
The Labor Department said prices of 
industrial comodities rose five-tenths of one 
per cent in August for the second con­ 
secutive month, largely because of a 4.1 per 
cent hike in prices of lumber and wood 
products, and a nine-tenths of one per cent 
hike in prices of transportation equipment, 
especially for autos and auto parts. 
Prices of processed foods and feeds 
declined eight-tenths of one per cent in 
August, much less than the July decline of 
2.4 per cent. 


On the whole, the August price report was 
favorable. The overall increase of 
wholesale prices for the 12-month period 
ending in August was 5.9 per cent. 
Wholesale prices had declined one-tenth 
of one per cent in July and seven-tenths of 
one per emit in June following increases in 
the previous nine months. 
The Wholesale Price Index for August 
stood at 194.6, meaning that goods which 
cost $100 in 1967 were priced at $194.60 last 
month.

Mo st o f us wo uld agree that the drug industry is o ne 
industry in which quick dicisio ns are no t a go o d idea. It’s 
far better to run so me ex tra tests than put a new drug cm 
the market that may turn o ut to be ineffectiv e o r unsafe. 
Unfo rtunately , the U. S. Fo o d and Drug Administratio n 
has taken this practice to ex tremes. New drugs that 
might hav e eased pain o r cured illnesses hav e been held 
o ff the market fo r y ears while the FDA creaked thro ugh 
its labo rio us licensing pro cedure. 
What’s needed is a mo re flex ible licensing sy stem that 
co mbines pro tectio n with timeliness - and apparently the 
FDA has fo und a way to make such a sy stem wo rk. 
New drugs with “ unusual po tential” no w are being 
cleared fo r use by the FDA witho ut the usual sev en y ears 
o f testing and regulato ry red tape. Fo r ex ample, a drug 
called Depakene is being pushed to ward pro ductio n by a 
Chicago drug co mpany , with the blessing o f the FDA, 
becuase fro m ex perience abro ad it appears to Tie the 
mo st effectiv e treatment fo r 300,000 Americans who 
suffer fro m my o clo nic epilepsy . Depakene has been used 
in Euro pe fo r abo ut 10 y ears. 
The v irtues o f Depakene were demo nstrated last 
mo nth when a Co lumbus, Ohio , o pto metrist to o k his 
epileptic daughter to England, where she tried the drug 
and so o n thereafter sto pped hav ing seizures and fits. 
In ano ther recent case, Mo rris B. Abram, a fo rmer 
president o f Brandeis Univ ersity , seems to hav e licked 
leukemia with the help o f a drug, no t av ailable here, 
impo rted fro m Israel with special go v ernment appro v al. 
This is no t to say that FDA sho uld beco me a rubber 
stamp fo r the drug industry o r a purv ey o r o f quack 
no strums to the public. This co untry , after all, was 
spared the tragedy o f tho usands o f defo rmed babies in 
the early 19 6 0s because an FDA do cto r named Frances 
Kelsey became suspicio us o f a tranquilizer called 
thalido mide and urged that it be kept o ff the market. 
What we need to reco gnize, tho ugh, is that there are 
times when a dru g is so pro mising - and its benefits so 
obv iou s - that more damage wo uld be do ne by 
withholding it than by making it av ailable fo r general 
u se.

FAS Uses Ph on y Figu res 
To Boost Su ccess Record

WASHINGTON - The 
Fo reign Agriculture Ser­ 
v ice (FAS), an arm o f the 
Agriculture Dept., sends 
bo th go v ernment men and 
businessmen 
abro ad 
to 
pro mo te the sale o f U.S. 
farm pro ducts. 
In all fairness, it must be 
said that these trav eling 
pitchmen hav e been suc­ 
cessful in bo o sting fo reign 
sales o f ripe to bacco leaf, 
surplus wheat and o ther 
co mmo dities gro wn in the 
United States. 
They hav en’t been quite 
as successful, ho wev er, as 
the FAS likes to claim. 
I^ast y ear, the agency in­ 
flated 
its 
claims 
with 
pho ny statistics - the bet­ 
ter to justify its $40 millio n 
budget. 
There was the matter, 
fo r ex ample, o f cattle ex ­ 
po rts to Hungary . A staff 
inv estigatio n fo r Chairman 
Charles Vanik, D.-Ohio , o f 
the Ho use Trade subco m­ 
mittee, fo und that Hun­ 
gary is buy ing less cattle 
fro m the United States. 
But the FAS so lemnly 
assured Co ngress Hungary 
is purchasing mo re U.S. 
cattle than ev er. Fo r this, 
the agency to o k full credit. 


It turned o ut, ho wev er, 
that the FAS had v ario us 
statistics to cho o se fro m. 
The Eco no mic Research 
Serv ice, which keeps track 
o f liv esto ck ex po rts, re­ 
po rted that 59 7 American 
steers reached Hungary in 
1976. 
The Animal and Plant 
Health Inspectio n Serv ice 
keeps its o wn co unt o f the 
cattle shipped o v erseas. 
By its arthimetic, 1,245 
head o f cattle made it to 
Hungary . 
Neither figure was much 
to bo ast abo ut. The FAS, 
therefo re, 
seized 
upo n 
so me 
priv ate 
statistics 
kept by the Ho lstein-Frie- 
sian Assn., a huge cattle 
co o perativ e. Triumphant­ 
ly , the FAS repo rted to 
Co ngress that the co o pera­ 
tiv e had ex po rted 6 ,300 cat­ 
tle to the Hungarian mar­ 
ket. 
But 
the 
agency 
co uldn’t ev en get the pri­ 
v ate figures right. The 
surprised co o perativ e had 
repo rted 
shipping 
o nly 
3,326 steers to Hungary . 
If Co ngress has been 
misled abo ut the amo unt o f 
U.S. beef serv ed to hungry 
Hungarians last y ear, the 
FAS is no t repentent. An 


o fficial to ld us the agency 
intended to ’’igno re” the

NUCLEAR CRISIS: At 
least 20 nuclear reacto rs 
are so swamped with their

The chao ­ 
tic federal nuclear po licy , 
co mplained the plant man­ 
ager. is ”co nstipating the 
nuclear industry .” Sev eral 
o ther nuclear facilities are 
also caught in the squeeze. 
The nuclear industry , 
meanwhile, is grinding to a 
standstill while it waits fo r 
President Carter to pro ­ 
duce a co mprehensiv e nu­ 
clear po licy . In a priv ate 
letter to the president. 
Rep. J o hn Mo ss, D.-Calif., 
has warned that ”the earli­ 
est an industry spent fuel 
sto rage facility co uld be 
built and licensed is 1983.

PROTECTION WITH TIMELINESSS 
Most of us would agree that the drug industry is one 
industry in which quick dicisions are not a good idea. It’s 
far better to run som e extra tests than put a new drug on 
the market that may turn out to be ineffective or unsafe. 
Unfortunately, the U. S. Food and Drug Administration 
has taken this practice to extrem es. New drugs that 
might have eased pain or cured illnesses have been held 
off the market for years while the FDA creaked through 
its laborious licensing procedure. 
What’s needed is a more flexible licensing system that 
com bines protection with tim eliness - and apparently the 
FDA has found a way to make such a system work. 
New drugs with “unusual potential” now are being 
cleared for use by the FDA without the usual seven years 
of testing and regulatory red tape. For example, a drug 
called Depakene is being pushed toward production by a 
Chicago drug company, with the blessing of the FDA, 
becuase from experience abroad it appears to be the 
most effective treatment for 300,000 Americans who 
suffer from myoclonic epilepsy. Depakene has been used 
in Europe for about 10 years. 
The virtues of Depakene were demonstrated last 
month when a Columbus, Ohio, optometrist took his 
epileptic daughter to England, where she tried the drug 
and soon thereafter stopped having seizures and fits. 
In another recent case. Morris B. Abram, a former 
president of Brandeis U niversity, seem s to have licked 
leukem ia with the help of a drug, not available here, 
imported from Israel with special governm ent approval. 
This is not to say that FDA should becom e a rubber 
stam p for the drug industry or a purveyor of quack 
nostrums to the public. This country, after all, was 
spared the tragedy of thousands of deformed babies in 
the early 1960s because an FDA doctor named Frances 
Kelsey 
becam e suspicious of a tranquilizer called 
thalidomide and urged that it be kept off the market. 
What we need to recognize, though, is that there are 
times w hen a drug is so promising - and its benefits so 
obvious - that more dam age would 
be done by 
withholding it than by making it available for general 
use At long last, the FDA now seem s to know this.

There was the m atter, 
for exam ple, of cattle ex ­ 
ports to Hungary. A staff 
investigation for Chairman 
Charles Vanik, D -Ohio, of 
the House Trade subcom ­ 
mittee. found that Hun­ 
gary is buying less cattle 
from the United States 
Hut the FAS solem nly 
assured Congress Hungary 
is purchasing more U S 
cattle than ever. For this, 
the agency took full credit.

Holiday toll may top 500 


CHICAGO (AP) — The National Safety Council estimates that 
between «70 and 570 persons will die in traffic accidents during 
the coming Labor Day weekend. 
The council said Wednesday that Americans are expected to 
travel is.5 billion miles during the 70-hour holiday period which 
begins at 6 p.m. Friday and ends at midnight Monday. 
Last year, there were 501 traffic fatalities over a comparable 
three-day period. There were a record 688 deaths in 1968. 
About 400 persons die in traffic accidents during a normal 
comparable nonholiday period at the same time of year, a 
spokesman for the council said. 


Corrections chief named 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) — State Social Services 
Director James Walsh has named James C. Martin as acting 
director of the state Division of Corrections. 
Martin, 39, has been serving as legal counsel for the Correc­ 
tions Division since September 1974. 
Walsh said Martin’s appointment was effective Thursday. 
Martin replaces Ewing Gourley, who is leaving state gov­ 
ernment for a job with a private nursing home managment firm, 
Walsh said. The social services director said Martin first began 
working for the Corrections Division in 1964. 
He also has worked for the Missouri Public Service Com­ 
mission and the state Division of Finance, Walsh added.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Municipal officials are expressing 
confidence that President Carter is committed to a revitalization 
of the nation's cities and to the notion that civic leaders should 
have a voice in the formulation of specific programs. 
But representatives of the National League of Cities, emerging 
from a dosed meeting with Carter administration officials 
Wednesday, said it is clear the administration does not now have 
a comprehensive urban assistance program. 
The officials said, however, they were pleased that the 
President dropped in on their meeting to reaffirm his com­ 
mitment to the cities. 


Job program probe widens 


The Labor Department is looking into charges of abuse in a 
federally financed job program in three tities after ordering 
Chicago to repay nearly $1 million allegedly used for political 
hiring. 
Announcing the start of a nationwide crackdown, Labor Sec­ 
retary Ray Marshall said Wednesday that an investigation found 
Chicago used a “political referral system" to fill jobs intended 
for the long-term unemployed and financed under the federal 
Comprehensive Employment Training Act. 
Under the CETA program, the government is paying states and 
cities $5.5 billion to put 725,000 unemployed persons in public 
service jobs. The program is intended to create new jobs to ease 
enemployment and requires applicants to have been unemployed 
fora minimum of 15 weeks. 


Hurricane nears Texas coast

KANSAS CITY, Kaa (AP) - 
A word of caution it In ordar 
for Umm coffee drinkers who 
'nay soon find themselves re­ 
sponding to lower coffee prices 
by buying—and drinking—more 
of the brew. 
If prices continue to drop in 
the coming weeks, many re­ 


formed coffee drinkers may be 
faced once again with the 
temptation to down a few extra 
cups. And, according to a psy­ 
chiatrist and a nutritionist at 
the University of Kansas Medi­ 
cal Center, they’re likely to 
find themselves peppy for a 
while. 


The official word, should you 
care to heed it, is to watch 
out—those caffeine molecules 
seeping into your blood at high­ 
er levels could increase ner­ 
vousness, inhibit your sleep and 
might even cause diarrhea until 
you grow accustomed to the do­ 
sage again. 


But if you remember that 
your first steamy cup kept you 
up all night, find some comfort 
in the words of a Kansas City 
pyschiatrist. He believes that 
while coffee drinkers who in­ 
crease their “dosage" may ex­ 
perience some of the traditional 
first-cup symptoms, it shouldn't 
be that drastic. 
“It’s almost like your body 
can remember,” says Dr. Wil­

U. S. boasts 750 Halls of Fame

— In 28 years as a strip tease 
dancer, Jennie Lee says she 
saw more of her audience 
than they did of her. She saw 
their grabbing hands, their 
sweating skin, their foul 
mouths; on occasion she even 
saw the knives and guns of the 
customers. Strippers, she 
learned ruefully, get no 
respect. 
So it is that the now retired 
“Bazoom Girl” is working to 
upgrade the image of the in­ 
dustry. She has created The 
Exotic Dancers Hall of Fame, 
a mostly paper institution 
featuring such notables as 
Tempest Storm, Candy Barr 
and the redoubtable Chesty 
Morgan (size80). “Thegirls," 
says Jennie Lee, “deserve 
recognition." 
It is not by chance that the 
Bazoom Girl chose a hall of 
fame as the way to honor the 
ladies.

Besides this, there is petty 
emotionalism at work in some 
halls of fame. Jennie Lee, who 
was a natural 44 inches during 
her stage career, now looks 
with disdain on at least one 
enshrined stripper who has 
built her reputation on 
silicone injections. “That," 
sniffs the Bazoom Girl, “is 
the kind of thing that killed 
burlesque." 
But in the main, the halls of 
fame thrive. Paul Soderberg, 
who is preparing a study on 
the halls for Jaques Cattell 
Press, says there are present­ 
ly 50,000 people in North 
American halls of fame, 
almost all of whom are tickled 
to be there. “Where else," 
asks Soderberg, “can a piano 
tuner hope for such glory and 
commendation?" 


The popularity of the halls 
w as not always thus. 
Soderberg- says the first one 
was not instituted until 1901 
when the Hall of Fame for 
Great Americans was opened 
in New York City. It was not 
until the 1900s, actually, that 
the “boom" commenced; the 
number of new halls tripled in 
that decade, and the growth 
period is continuing- 


Not surprisingly, sports 
halls have been the most 
prolific. Soderberg says half 
of all halls in North America 
are sports oriented. There are 
halls of fame for horseshoe 
pitchers, for roller skaters, 
for softball players and for 
black athletes. Industrious 
wrestlers have created at 
least 10 halls of fame for 
themselves. 
Now it seems the “ordinary 
people" are increasingly get­ 
ting into the act. Soderberg 
reports the formation of a hall 
of fame for mothers, another 
for left-handers, another for 
mechanics. Truck drivers 
have their own shrine, so do 
inventors and bus drivers and 
Cherokee Indians. And lest we 
forget: the American Polled 
Hereford Hall of Fame. 
The unkind might say that 
with the advent of the latter 
group, there would be no need 
for Jennie Lee’s association. 
And that, by gum, is precisely 
the reason she organized the 
stripper’s hall. “ We've 
always been the, ah butt of 
jokes," says the Bazoom Girl, 
now in her 50s and still amply 
endowed; “It's time people 
thought better of us." 
A fte r all, says Lee, 
strippers are people too, and 
sometimes important people.

graded, and re-seeded, and the markings on 
the runway will be cleiur, distinct and meet 
standards. 
“The City of Dexter will be in an enviable 
position as far as the airport goes when this 
project is complete,” Whitworth said. 
Whitworth said that the airport would be 
better than nearly every other airport in the 
area, including the one in his hometown of 
Sikeston. “We’d give our eye teeth to have 
an airport like yours,” he said. 
Whitworth said much of the reason for the 
long delay in getting the project done was a 
slow-down in the federal money pipeline. He 
explained that Congress voted the airport 
aid money, then failed to enact legislation to 
adequately fund the measure. 
“Missouri received 8849,000 in federal 
funds for airports,” Whitworth explained, 
“and Dexter was fortunate enough to get 
more than half of it.” 
The Airport Board, in “healthy financial 
condition,” according to Brown, will be out 
a minimum amount of money for the 
project, with the bulk of the money from 
federal and state treasuries. 
Brown took advantage of the special 
Board meeting to talk about the financial 
condition of the Airport Board. “We’re in 
good shape and we’re ready for this project 
to get going,” Brown said. Brown said that 
“as of today,” the Airport Board has 
$110,000 in Treasury Bills, $50,000 in a 


savings account, $8,880 in a certificate of 
deposit and $3,800 in a bank account. 
“We’re ready to get this thing going, and 
time is working against us,” Brown said. 
“We hope when all this project is over, 
we’ll still have $80,000 to start on our next 
project,” Brown said. 
The Airport Board chairman also noted 
that the current financial report does not 
include the farm crop still in the ground. 
The Airport Board terms more than 
acres of the 800 acres of airport land, with 
proceeds helping the healthy financial 
condition. "There isn’t many airports that 
make money,’’Brown said.

graded, and re-seeded, and the m arkings on 
the runway will be clear, distinct and m eet 
standards. 
‘‘The City of D exter will be in an enviable 
position as far as the airport goes when this 
project 
is 
com plete,” 
Whitworth said. 
Whitworth said that the airport would be 
better than nearly every other airport in the 
area, including the one in his hometown of 
Sikeston. “W e’d give our eye teeth to have 
an airport like yours,” he said. 
Whitworth said much of the reason for the 
long delay in getting the project done was a 
slow-down in the federal m oney pipeline. He 
explained that Congress voted the airport 
aid money, then failed to enact legislation to 
adequately fund the m easure. 
‘‘Missouri received $849,000 in federal 
funds for airports,” Whitworth explained, 
“ and Dexter w as fortunate enough to get 
m ore than half of it.” 
The Airport Board, in “ healthy financial 
condition,” according to Brown, will be out 
a minim um amount of money for the 
project, with the bulk of the money 
from 
federal and state treasuries. 
Brown took advantage of the special 
Board m eeting to talk about the financial 
condition of the Airport Board. "W e’re in 
good shape and we re ready for this project 
to get going.” Brown said. Brown said that 
“as of today," the Airport Board has 
$110,000 in Treasury Bills, $50,000 in a 


savings account, $5,530 in a certificate of 
deposit and $3,500 in a bank account. 
‘ ‘We’ re ready to get this thing going, and 
tim e is working against us,” Brown said. 
‘‘We hope when all this project is over, 
we'll still have $50,000 to start on our next 
project,” Brown said. 
The Airport Board chairm an also noted 
that the current financial report does not 
include the farm crop still in the ground. 
The Airport Board farm s m ore than 400 
acres of the 500 acres of airport land, with 
proceeds 
helping the healthy financial 
condition. “There isn’t m any airports that 
m ake m oney," Brown said. 
After the m eeting. Brown expressed pride 
in the airport 
“When this gets done, w e’re 
going to have one of the finest airports 
around,” he said. Brown noted that the 
original airport, built by the governm ent as 
a training base, has a 9-inch red gravel base 
under the runways, plus the several inches 
of asphalt already on the surface. He added 
that the Board hopes that when the project 
is com plete, the runways will have a 30,000 
pound loading capacity. 
Mayor Willis Conner, who presided over 
the brief m eeting, praised Brown and the 
Airport B oard: "You all have done a terrific 
job. . . the city needs this airport and this 
project, and I want to publicly thank all the 
m em bers of the Board for the years of work 
on this thing. ” 
Conner also noted that the com plicated 
financing m eans that the federal govern 
ment will be paying for nearly all of th« 
Phase 1, while the Airport Board will bi 
navins for m ost of P hase 2.
